DECLINING STRENGTH 


Up to 1933, or.the ndvent of Hitler, 
France wus conceded to hhve~ the 
most powerful milltary machine fn 
the world, but because of the finan- 
clal stringency, - its eMctency and 
strength was allowed to decline, 
especially in the pir force. Planes 
were allowed to become obsolete, 
while other powers, notably Ger- 
many, Italy and Russia, were bull- 

ng. : 

France now 1s engaged in an effort 
to regain her former pre-eminence 
in Western _ Europe. Her military 
situation is conditioned by the fact 
that Germany has half again as 
large a population, with milltartsn- 
tion unhindered by Parliamentarian 
checks ond almost unfettered control 
of industries. ’ 

Moreover, France, with a birth rate 
Jowcr than Germany's pnd con- 
stantly falling, now faces. the  so- 
called “lean yeors” due to sub- 
normal births during the War. 


TRAINED RESERVES 


The total standing army at present 
is 654,000, of whom 213,00 are over- 
seas, but France possesses 2 moment- 
ary advantage over” Germany with 
more than 6,000,000 trained reserves. 
On the other hand, France has failed 
te develop the pre-military training 
of boys 6n the big scale undertaken 
by Italy and Germany. i 

Special attention is being pald to 
reorganising the army on a 
mechanical basis, extending motorisa~ 
tion and Increasing the present 
tank battalions. 

About half the artillery fs already 
motorised and additional infantry 
regiments are belng put on wheels. 

The air force ig in the process of 
complete renovation. Air Minister 
Pierre Cot told the Chambcr of 
Deputies: 

“In slx months we have Increased 
the number of airplanes available 
by 37 per cent., equipment by 40, 
munitions by 50 and armaments by 
70 per cent. Only one uir force fs 
superior to ours, Soviet Russia’s.’*

COMMON PROBLEMS 


In whatever other respects 
Hongkong’s and Shanghai’s, pro- 
biems may be dissimilar, they 
have this much in common—a 
great mass of the people living: 
close to, if not actually below, 
the subsistence level, a state of 
afairs which carries with it a 
slum problem which also . is 
common to both centres, In 
Honsekong and in Shanghai, the 
need of reform is appreciated, 
but the magnitude of the issucs 
involved, to. say nothing of the 


‘vost, has hitherto delayed action. 


The time is coming, however, 
when somethin will have to be 
done. Sir Andrew Caldecott, in 
his final address to the Legisla. 
tive Council, made this remark: 
“Tf the sanitary and social ser- 
vices of this Colony are to be 
rulsed and developed to such o 
level and extent as that which 1 
-gometinies see~ suggested;—and- 
not unreasonably suggested, in 
the Press, extra revenue will 
have to be found.” His words 
were almost duplicated in® the 
recent: Budget ‘speech delivered 
to ratepayers in Shanghai by 
Mr, I. E. Arnhold, when he de. 
clare “Sooner or later, it 
must be realised by the whole 
community that the Settlement, 
{n common with other municip- 
alities, cannot obtain, the ser- 
viecs and amenities which mod- 
ern conditions demand without 
footing the bill.” Mr. Arnhold 
went on the point out that’ the 
‘conditions . of « the 
Settlement, and the standing of 
a large. section of the conimu. 
nity, are very different from 
those which prevail in cities of 
Western countries, and he add- 
ed that many Britons in Shang- 
hai may not realise that, were 
they residing ‘in cities in Eng- 
land having approximately’ the 
same population as the Interna- 
tional Settlement, they would be 
paying a municipal rate us high 
ag 64 per cent. and possibly 
higher, in contrast with the pro- 
posed Shanghai rate of 16 per 
cent. In passing,, it may be 
mentioned that the mecting 
avhich Mr, Arnhold was address- 
ing .approved ‘‘an- increase in 
rates from 14 to 16 per, cent. 
but succeeded . in’ -getting its 
operation deferred until the be- 
ginning, of next year.

NAVY AGREEMENT

(By A Naval Correspondent) 


Great Britain is building 14 
cruisers under, the programmes 
of 1936 and 1937, but cvery one 
of theso ships will be far 
inferior to the cruisers now 
under construction . for the 
German Navy. 


This is one of the remarkable 
facts of the British naval re- 
armament . programme, which 
has been largely caused by the 
rearmament of Germany. 


——-- |—-Last--week;- in-the-House-of-Com-- 


mons, Mr, Churchill stated that the 
rate of Britfsh naval bullding, would 
make it impossible for Germany to 
exceed for many years the strength 
equal to ‘35 per cent. of that of the 
British Navy, which was accorded to 
her under the Anglo-German: Naval 
Agreement, of 1935. He alluded to 
this as a comforting example of the 
sanctity -of international, under- 
fokings. ‘ 


* Yet the new cruisers belng built for 
the British ‘Navy arc of two types, 
both inferior. to the new Germun 
cruisers. The Brittsh crulsers are 
either -of 8,000 tons or of 5,300 tons, 
mounting a main armament of €ln. 
guns ‘in cach case, Germany has 


under construction three cruisers of |’ 


10,000 tons, which will be armed with 
Bin, guns. 


The reason for this {s to be fourd 
in the Anglo-German Naval Agrec- 
ment and in the Naval Treaty of last 
year.

“Asa medical 
man, I came. back to study after three 
years in a real jungle in the’ East, 
and those carly days of struggle be- 
tween my. brain and me are vivid still 
although nearly half a century has 
come, and gone since we fought. - 


“Mental toil," he adds, "is the most 
unnatural of -human attainments, It 
is also painful; It 1s just a means to 
a pleasant end. Mankind will never 
get its happiness thus. Yet I wish ° 
it might be—as Mr. Machin hopes It 
will be—that ‘Man’s pleasure ‘In 
mental work will expand’."

|\WHISKY | 
\WITH SOUND 


HISKY has just been aged 

four years in seven-hours 
by. screaming at it. Dr. L.-A. 
Chambers reports that very im- 
ob- 
served in liquids subjected to a 
kind of bombardment by sound 
waves, He produces,’ electric- 
ally, sound vibrations a hundred 
times as loud as a full orches- 
tra; choosing a note about an 
octave below the top D on your 
plano. : 


These vibrations are exactly 
like intense hammer plows 
hitting the whisky twelve 
hundred. times a. second and 
under. this bombardment the 
same changes take place as 
normally occur over long times 
when the whisky is “matured 
in the wood.” 


In the same way the structure of 
milk undergoes changes of great im- 
poftance. Dr. Chambers found that 
the vibrations altered the milk so 
that ft was no longer possible to 
separate the cream. It is possible 
that this will make st more diges- 
tible. 


The exciting thing about these 
experiments fs the use that can be 
mide of them in medicine. It fs 
Isnown that the extent to which the 
body) can absorb food or drugs 
depends partly on the size of the 
particles of which the substance is 
composed and perhaps we shall have 
a large number of new and more 
valuable. medicines thanks to ‘sound 
wave bombardment.
